W. D. COATES, M.D., LOYALTON, CAL. 


Read before Sierra Valley Medical Society, Jan. 20, 1902. 


An acute, self-limited disease, charac- 
terized by temperature elevation, rapid 
pulse and breathing, anorexia, tender- 


ness with gurgling in right illiac fossa, 


sometimes headache, epistaxis, meteor- 
ism, diarrhoea, rash, cough and en- 
larged spleen. Temperature elevation, 
anorexia and rapid pulse are the only 
constant symptoms; these three pre- 
sent in every case. Tenderness, with 
gurgling in right illiac fossa usually 
appears after the first week. Headache 
is frequent, especially early in disease 
but usually disappears entirely when 
patient is brought under the influence 
of proper treatment. In the case of 
Otto H. Lewis Mill, in October last, 
there was bursting headache which 
disappeared within twenty-four hours, 
and although the case ran the usual 
course of about three weeks it never 1e- 
turned. Respiration is usually acceler- 
ated but has no diagnostic significance 
since it would be the same with tem- 
perature elevation in other diseases, A 
marked condition of meteorism is not 


absent or poorly marked. 


constant; when present is due to 1m- 
proper diet and high fever; there is usu- 
ally shght tympany, rarely this.is absent. 
When diarrhea is a symptom the de- 


- jections are quite characteristic as to 
color, odor and consistency. {hn all of 


my cases the rash has either been 
I never saw 
n well marked rash; a few red points 
(four to eight) widely distributed over 
abdominal and thoracic surfaces 1 have 
often seen; but in » community where 
fleas are plentful these few red points 
loose their diagnostic value; similar 
points would undoubtedly be detected 
on the abdomens of many persons in 
perfect health. Often they are entirely 
absent. Cough is a symptom in some 
cases, due to associated bronchitis and 
needs consideration in differentiating 
from cartarrhal pneumonia, Epistaxis 
occurs early if at all. Tenderness upon 
pressure over the splenic area towards 
the close of the first week indicates 
the involvement of that organ. Fever, 
rapid pulse and Joss of appetite; these 
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three with absence of other marked 


symptoms should always cause the 
physician to think of typhoid fever. 
TREATMENT. 

The treatment as I practice it is 
usually very simple, and I may say has 
been eminently successful. The con- 
ditions present in each case furnish the 


indications for treatment for that par- 


ticular case. But as the majority of 
cases run a rather similar course, SO 
the main features of the treatment will 
be similar. But it must be borne in 
mind that cases may and do differ 
widely in some important features 


- Hence the fallacy and sometimes fatality 
of prescribing a routine treatment. In 


most cases there is a nervous element 
to meet: passiflora, aconite, rhus tox; 
the involvement of Peyers patches and 
enteric mucous membrane: bryonia, 
phytolaceca; the heart needs sustaining: 
cactus, strophanthus; the blood is de- 
praved: echinacia; so I usually pre- 


scribe something like the following:

Water.....to mnke ounces, 4 
M Sig. take teaspoonful every hour. 
ANTIPYRETICS INTERNALLY. 

In this disease I never give antipy- 
retics internally except at a single dose 
for immediate effects; never leave them 
to be given at regular stated intervals. 
If on seeing a case the first time and 


early in the disease I should find the 


temperament high I would give at 
once a 5 to 8 grain dose of phenace- 
tine or acetanilid; but before it be- 
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-antiseptics are necessary. 


came necessary to repeat the dose 
I would expect to have the patient 
under the influence of other treatment, 
This single dose of the antipyretic or 


an occasional dose in the early stages 


do no harm but 
much good if the temperature is high;

later it would certainly be bad practice 
and endanger the patient’s chances 
of recovery. 
ACID AND ALKALINE CONDITIONS. 
Jy desire to speak of two opposite 
conditions, either of which may pre- 


sent or both at different periods; these 


are the acid and alkaline conditions. 
The first (acid) is manifested by the 
dirty white moist coating of tongue. 


Sodium sulphite is the remedy, a tea-- 


spoonful to a glass of water of which 
a teaspoonful should be taken every 
The 
second (alkaline) is manifested by the 
dark brown tongue (dry), hydrochloric 
acid is the remedy; add acid and sugar 


hour until the tongue cleans, 


to a glass of water to make a pleasant 
drink, and give a teaspoonful every 
hour. Discontinue when the coating 
changes and tongue is moist. 
INTESTINAL ANTISEPTICS. 
I do not consider that intestinal 
I have used 
the sulplocabolates, carbolic acid and 
saiol, but doubt if the patient was any 
the better for having had them. They 
do not prevent fermentation when 
patient is having improper food; I am 
eaually convinced that with proper 
attention to diet this troublesome 
syinptom will subside without the in- 
testinal antiseptic. 
LAXATIVES. 
If the bowels are moving once or a 
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oreater number of times in the twenty- 
four hours I do not interfere with them. 
If they do not thus move I advise an 
enema of simple warm water usually 
in the morning; only when there is 
pronounced constipation do I give a 
laxative. 
THE PYREXIA. 

High temperature is one of the 
chief dangers in these cases. Cold in 
some form is the natural and logical 
antipyretic. Cold water sponged on 
to the body; the cold bath; the ice bag 


over the abdomen, heart or head; the 


wet sheet pack to all ora part of the 


body; these are all familiar methods 
of employing this most important 


remedy in combating pyrexia. 
THE IDEAL ANTIPYRETIC METHOD. 
But I desire to describe a method 
for which I claim some originality. It 


is as follows: These articles are re-— 


quired in practicing the method, viz., 
a suitable table, a heavy comforter, 
a rubber sheet, a fountain syringe and 
tub. Elevate one end of the table 
upon which lies the comforter, folded, 
with edges turned under so as to make 


it trough like; over this the rubber is 
spread and caught up at lower end sv 
as to drain the water into the tub 


placed so as to receive it. Load the 
syringe with warm water and hang on 
anailnear by. Have two large pitchers 
filled with the coldest water to be had 
and have two assistants to refill when 
empty and to attend to other matters 
as they arise. 

Lhe patient wrapped in adry sheet is 
now laid upon the table and thoroughly 
wet with the stream of warm water 
from the nozzle of the syringe. As 


the water in the syringe begins to 
lower an assistant is instructed to pour 
in cold water. In this way the stream 
is gradually changed from warm to 
cold and the sudden shock of the cold 
water thereby avoided. Take the rec- 
tal temperature for the first time one- 
half hour after beginning treatment 
and every one quarter to one-half hour 
afterwards until temperature is suf- 
ficiently reduced. When rectal tem- 
perature registers below 100 F. dis- 


continue treatment. When this same — 


temperature rises to 102 F. the treat- 


ment should be repeated regardless of 


the hour or the conditions of the 


weather, From one to two 


time is usually required in an obstinate 
case. If instead of the syringe the 
water be poured directly from pitchers 
the temperature will be more rapidly 
reduced. Some times it 1s more con- 
venient to give the treatment with the 
patient lying on the bed; here the 
syringe is preferable to pitchers. The 
rubber is simply placed on the bed 
under the patient and the edges ele- 
vated by means of folded blankets, 
The water which settles about the 
patient is removed with a sponge or 
towels. This I have denominated the 
ideal antipyretic method. I claim for 
it three chief advantages over all other 
methods. Safety, rapidity and effective- 
ness. As to the first 1 claim that it is 
entirely without harm. Mind you, I 
am recommending a _ treatment for 
typhoid fever. If you go wrong in 
your diagnosis and apply this treat- 
ment to a case of broncho-pneumonia 
in a child you are likely to have a first 


class funeral in short order. With 
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correct diagnosis this method is per- 
fectly safe. 

Rapidity—It not only lowers the 
temperature but it does so in the 
shortest possible period of time, which 
is a matter of very great importa::ce 
to the patient, since it brings him 
quickly from a condition of great unrest 
to one of sweet repose, in which he will 
often remain for hours. Indeed I have 
frequently found my patients sleeping 
soundly before the treatment was dis- 
continued. | 

Effectiveness—It is far more effec- 
tive than the cold bath, since the water 
continuously flowing over the body is 


the coldest at hand, while with the | 
cold bath it is an equalizing process; 
the temperature of the bath rising 


while that of the patient is lowered. In 
this method we literally abstract the 
heat from the patient’s body, and the 
water which absorbs this heat is rapidly 
removed from contact with him. 

I hope, my fellow members of this 
society, that you are prepared to grasp 
the full significance of the above com- 
parison, and that you readily see how 
inferior in effectiveness are the other 
older methods. Before leaving this 
part of the subject I wish to refer 
again to that of the safety of this 
method. You may say that it imposes 


unnecessary burdens upon the patient, 


depressing his vital powers. In an- 
swer, it not only does not depress but 


on the contrary, by lowering the high > 


temperature it removes a great cause 
of depression and gives nature a chance 
to recuperate her wasted energy. The 
vital forces are invigorated, headache 
and restlessness, for the time being, 


are entirely relieved. In my opinion 
high temperature is one of the chief 


 @auses of fermentation and excessive 


bloating: it therefore becomes a matter 
of great importance to maintain at all 
times a temperature not above 102 F. 
So, in using my ideal antipyretic 
method, repeat treatment whenever 
temperature goes above this point. 
But with proper attention to treatment 
wlong other lines it will not be neces- 


gary to resort to this treatment con- 


tinuously in any given case. Indeed, 
I have had cases in which a single 
treatment of this kind seemed to break 
the force of the fever; a rebellious case 


apparently being transformed into 


mild one. 

ITS TWO DISADVANTAGES. 

I desire also to speak of its disad- 
vantages. The prejudice and oppo- 
sition of the laity, and the trouble it 
entails, The first must be combatted 
by the positive recommendations of 
the physician; show the people that 
you have confidence in the treatment 
and assure them that it is absolutely 
without harm in typhoid fever. Make 
it a point to cail attention to the 
patient's condition of unrest before 
treatment and his sweet restful sleep 
afterwards. In this way you _ will 
surely break down opposition. As to 
the second disadvantage, it ceases to 
be such in comparison with the pro- 
longed period of repose which it brings 
to a fever racked patient. A good 
rubber sheet 1s of prime importance 
where the treatment is given in bed. 

‘DIET, 

I consider the diet of the greatest 

importance. With this badly selected 
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the best medicinal and mechanical 
treatment will avail but little. Im- 
proper articles secretly slipped to the 
patient often do great harm. A young 
lady patient of mine was given an 
apricot; up to this time she was doing 
splendidly. All of a sudden her tem- 
perature ran up to 104 F.; meteorism 
became excessive and she was in great 
general distress. I at once began an 
inquiry to ascertain the cause of the 


- trouble and found that an older sister 
had given her a ripe apricot, which 


fully explained her trouble. Liquid 
petonoids was substituted for all other 


food, the ideal antipyretic method was 


put into practice and in a few hours 
all was serene. © 
MILK. 


Milk is absolutely harmful to these 


patients; were it pre-digested it might 
be admissible; raw milk certainly is_ 
not. Any good meat broth will do; 
eggnog made with hot water instead 
of milk; plenty of cold sterile water; in 
all cases of bloating liquid peptonoids 
or trophonine should be the only food 
until this symptom subsides. TF eed- 
ing must be insisted upon every three 
hours, Don’t consult the patient on 
this point; he must take food, If 


patient is having plenty of sleep wake 


him for his food and medicine; other- 


wise no. Jn a case not taking plenty 


of food by the mouth I order this 
enema night and morning: 
Olive oil, one tablespoonful, raw egg 
one, not well beaten, hot water to 
make a teacupful. Give through he 
fountain syringe.

La this caption I do not propose 


to consider the whole family of 
warts for the family is quite numerous. 
I merely want to call attention to those 
excrescences, which are found as hy- 
pertrophy of the papilla of the skin or 
mucous membrane and which are lo- 
cated on the generative organs of both 
sexes at times. Amongst the laity these 
excrescences are frequently thought of 
as being inseparable from veuereal 
disease. And yet every physician of 


experience knows that this is not the - 


case. Innocent people troubled with 
verruca on the genitals often suffer 


much with the thought that they may | 
have accidentally become infected with 
venereal troubles, and it is the business 
of the true physician to allay the fears 
of such people as well as to destroy 
the verruca; various are the means put 
forth for destroying these tags. Some 
eutirely advocating snipping them off, 
and in cases where the base is broad 
after they have been cut of approxi- 
mating the healthy tissues with sutures. 
Others, again, using carbolic acid, 
chromic or nitric acid. | 

[ have had quite a number of such 
cases, And the application of chloride 
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of zinc has given me great satisfaction ; 
the way I use it, is to take the crystals 
of zinei chlor, place in a watch face 
glass. Then to each grain add one 
drop of water, when the mass is dis- 
solved, with a camel hair pencil apply 
the solution to the warts; on the second 


day this may be done again, and re- 


peated as needed. They blanch at 
once, and if thought well the withered 
tags may be snipped off. In this way 
I treated a case some weeks ago where 
a large mass of the cockscomb variety 
with quite a broad base which occu- 
pied the sulcus back of the glans; 
the treatment. was very satisfactory. 
In this case the young man had a very 
large prepuce, the secretions were 
quite profuse and the glans was kept 
very moist all the time. As a last treat- 
ment he was given a weak solution of 
hydrarg. chlor. cor. to bathe the parts, 
and he was informed that if they 


he had better submit to 
circumcision. The Hydrarg. lotion 
seemed to have a very happy effect in 


returned 


limiting the profuse secretion. Those 
who have not tried this method, that is 
zine chlor. treatment, I am sure would 
be pleased with it. Itis an old remedy 


with me and so universally successful 


that Iam not looking for anything to 
take its place. 

_In conclusion, those troubled with 
this difficulty must pay great attention 
to cleanliness. If they are not washed 
and kept clean, then as far as may be 


dried, they secrete a very foul smel- 


ling secretion which, besides its foul 
smell, will tend to contaminate other 
parts, and thus the trouble becomes 
worse, The solution dies not need 
very free application; but be sure that 
every projecting part gets its dose. 
I have never seen any soreness or 
irritation follow its use.

EDITORIAL IN ‘‘MEDICAL COUNCIL. ”’ 


'CARLATINA is the most fatal of the 
eruptive fevers, and is one of the 
most contagious. Every effort should 
be made to prevent its spread from 
any existing case. This is, however, 
impossible without the intelligent and 
painstaking co-operation of those in 
charge of the patient. It 
malignant under six years of age than 


is more 


after this time, except in the case of . 


adults, in whom the existence of the 
disease is pretty fair evidence of un- 


usual susceptibility. The best preven- 


tive against the spread of the infection, 


is strict isolation of the patient and its 


care-takers, together with disinfection 


of the discharges from the patient, 
his clothing, and bed linen, and the 
washing of the surface of the entire 
body with a non-irritating antiseptic. 
Whether scarlet fever is contagious 
before the appearance of a rash or not, 
is a moot question in medicine, though 
we are inclined to believe’ infection

highly improbable before the appear- 
ance of the rash. People should not 
nulone be cautioned to remain away 


from scarlet fever on their own ac- 


count, but more particularly to safe- 
guard the many others with whom 
they may come in contact, and who 
imauy be infected by them though they 
themselves escape. 

This disease is more particularly 


dangerous to life because of its com- 
plications, the most prominent and 


most dangerous of all being acute 
nephritis. Then there is the acute 
sore throat peculiar to this disease, 


inflammation from which readily ex-. 


tends up the Eustachian tubes into 
the middle ear, thus giving rise to 
deafness, earache and otitis media, 


which last may also cause inter-cranial 


abscess by extension through the roof 
of the tympanic cavity. It is, there- 
fore, very important to give strict 
attention to the sore throat of scarlet 
fever to prevent this extra train of in- 


inflammatory conditions. Even if the 


otitis media does not finally destroy 


life by involvement of the brain, it may 


lead to permanent deafness, or an 


offensive aural discharge. The throat 


should be looked after, whether com- 
plained of or not. We have seen pretty 
well inflamed fauces unaccompanied 
by pain, or, at least, not enough of 
this to cause complaint. 

For some reason that is not clear to 


us, scarlatinal sore throat is quite often 
complicated with diphtheria, When 
this occurs, it 1s necessary to institute 
the most active anti-diphtheric treat- 
ment immediately. 1,500 or 2,000 
units of antitoxin serum should be in- 


jected without delay, and the patient 
put upon one-tenth grain doses of 
calomel every hour until there is a 
decided recession of diphtheric symp- 
toms, or there are frequent bowel dis- 
charges. 

The joints are often inflamed in this 
disease, and when so, are supposed to 
be due to streptococci infection. Up 
to the the present time, there is no 
better treatment for the alleviation of 
the incidental suffering than anodyne 
and counter-irritant local applications, 
and heat. In very severe cases, or 
even in the Jess severe ones that do 
not respond to treatment, it is probably 
wise to apply anti-streptococcic serum. 
These joint affections, usually desig- 
nated rheumatic, are generally caused 
by infection, as stated, and are rarely, 
if ever, of rheumatic origin. — 

But of all the complications of this 


‘disease, nephritis is, by far, the worst. 


It may destroy the patient within a 
few days; may become sub-acute, and 
have this effect after some months; or 
it may become chronic, and destroy 


life after some years. There are dif- 
ferent varieties of this complication, 


which it is not, however, necessary to 
oointo. It may arise without warning, 
and run so rapid a course that treat-— 
ment is without avail. It is probably 
due to the infection of the disease, 
though quite often apparently caused 
by chilling of the surface following 
premature exposure to too low a tem- 


perature. 


The heart is also liable to damage 
in this condition, in many cases ap- 
pearing to be directly affected by the 
action of the scarlatinal poison upon 
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the nerve centers governing this organ. 
Sometimes the heart muscle becomes 
affected. At other times it may be 
pericarditis, which is not at all strange 
when we consider that the pericardial 
sac is merely a joint between the heart 
and adjacent structures, The pleure 
may become similarly affected, and 
probably from like causes, while the 
lungs may show a bronchitis or a 
broncho-pneumonia. These symptoms 
require such treatment as the pecu- 
liarities of the case would indicate at 
the time. There are no specifics. Of 
course, a true, acute croupous pneu- 


monia occasionally occurs, particularly 


when the kidneys are affected; and 
there is danger, in most cases, of edema 
of the lungs. 

The nervous system, is of course, 
more or less involved in nearly every 
case, although it is not so often a com- 
plication as some authorities claim. 
When, however, tbere are cerebo- 
spinal complications, they are apt to 
be very severe. They may arise at any 
time. 

Concerning the time at which scarlet 
fever is most contagious, there is every 
possible variance of opinion, from 
those who hold it to be contagious 
from the developments of the first 
symptoms preceding the appearance 
of the rash, at which time it is believed 
to be at its height, to those who main- 
tain that it is not at all contagious 
until the rash appears, and most so 
toward the end of the disease, during 
desquamation. There are exceptions 
reported that disprove all of these 
contentions, which only goes to show 
that exceptions prove nothing, but 


that Nature d-es not follow an in- 
variable rule. 

The cause of scarlatina being un- 
known, it is, of course, largely specu- 
lative to attempt any specific mode of 
prevention. 

The character of onset is no criterion 
upon which to base a prognosis. The 
mildest onset may be followed by a 


fatal issue; a severe onset, by an un-- 


complicated course, and an uneventful 
recovery. Nothing should be taken 
for granted in the handling of this 
disease other than one evident fact 
that serious complications may arise 
at any time with little fore-warning. 
These cases require careful watching 
and constant attention on this account 
alone. 

Treatment of this disease is expect- 
ant. It has its natural history with 
its own peculiar temperature. If this 
is not excessive, it should not be inter- 
fered with. Meddlesomeness should 
be avoided in this disease as in all 
others. Uncomplicated cases run a 
short course. “he general plan should 
be to allow the disease to take its 
natural course so long as it does not 
threaten the integrity of the patient’s 
structures. When it does this, it is 
time to suitably interfere. We should 
say that good nursing and a doctor 
with good common sense are better 
for a scarlatinal patient than being 
cared for by the over-educated nurse 
and a meddlesome theorist of a doctor. 
One of the greatest arts in medicine is 
to know when, and when not to inter- 
fere in the natural course of a disease. 

Were we to name one remedy more 
useful than all others in the treatment 
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of this disease, we should, from our 
own experience, say chloral. The usual 
dosage should be from one-half to one 
grain for each year of the patient’s 
age, not exceeding six to eight grains 
as the maximum dose, repeating the 
pose often enough to keep the patient 


-inaslightly drowsy state. These direc- 


tions leave much to the judgment of 
the physician as to the peculiar sus- 
ceptibility of the patient, the degree 
of fever, and other modifying circum: 
stances which must always be taken 
into account in the use of this peculiar 
drug. It is best administered in very 
dilute solution, gargling before swal- 
lowing if the throat is sore. It acts 
favorably upon every phase of the dis- 


ease, destroying the specific germ, 


soothizg the nervous irritability, -re- 
lieviug the fever, and protecting the 
eliminating organs, especially the kid- 
neys, against infection. Under its use 
the course is usually mild and the 
sequele are prevented. 


POINTERS IN THE TREATMENT OF SCARLATINA, 


A solution of boric acid is a good 
throat autiseptic. This may be used 
as a gargle or a spray, or it may be 
put up in the form of a lozenge flavored 
with peppermint or some other agree- 
able substance, together with sugar, 
for the use of children. 

A solution of permanganate of potas- 
sium is one of the most efficient anti- 
septic nose and throat sprays that can 
be used in scarlatinal or any other 
form of sore throat. Its only draw- 
back is that becomes extremely objec- 
tionable to many people after two or 
three days’ use. 


One or two per cent. menthol in vil 
or vaselin will ease the itching of scar- 
latina if applied to the affected parts 
at suitable intervals, 


Oue great necessity for throat-spray- 
ing or irrigation in scarlatina is to 
guard against the extension of the in- 
flammation into the Eustachian tubes, 
and the subsequent development of 
otitis media, and possible deafness. 


Earache in scarlatina should receive 
immediate attention. Apply local heat, 


using either the hot-water or salt bag. 


Cocain may be dropped in the ear to 
relieve pain, and admit of a more 


thorough examination with the spec- 


ulum. If the tympanic membrane is 
opaque and bulges, it should be freely 


incised, to relieve the tension by giving 


free drainage to the imprisoned pus, 
and should be irrigated two or three 
times daily with a hot antiseptic solu- 
tion. 

The urine of scarlatinal cases should 
be examined daily for evidence of 
acute nephritis. When this occurs, 
counter-irritation should be applied to 
the lumbar region, either by means of 
sinapisms or dry cupping, and the skin 
and bowels should be stimulated to 


unusually free action. If hot air is 
to promote sweating, the patient's 


head should not be included, but should 
be left free to breathe the normal air 
of the bedroom.

FROM THE MEDICAL ‘‘COUNCIL.”’ 


O other class of men is less well re- 
warded for a life of devotion and 


self-denial than are the medical men 
of the age. Out of the one hundred > 


and twenty-five thousand doctors in 


the United States, how many are there 


who make and save money? Men fol- 
lowing other and less arduous pursuits 
are enabled to retire at the close oi a 
business career with sufficient property 


to enable them to live in comfort and 


sometimes even in luxury until the end 
of their days; but the physicians who 


can do this are very few. 


Unfortunately for the physician, the 


medical profession seldom sees com- 


bined in its members the two factors 
of ability as a practitioner and ability 
as a businessman. ‘This can undoubt- 


edly be accounted for to some extent 


by the fact that the true doctor gives 
himself up to his work of healing, 
thinking little of the matter of recom- 
pense for his services, Commercialism 
does not easily develop in harmony 
with medical achievement. Our best 
physicians and surgeons must be men 
with a scientific bent and the very 
thing that makes them successful in 
the practice of their profession takes 
away from the practical business side, 
so necessary to the material success of 
the medical man. 

-How many physicians are there who 
collect their fees with the same regu- 
larity that the merchant uses? Noi 


many. Why has not the doctor the 


same right to his pay that the busi- 
ness man has to his? Some physicians 
say that the merchant has already 
bought and paid for his goods and 
therefore has to be reimbursed in 
order to carry on his business. Very 
well. But the physician has also 
bought and presumably paid for his 
education and his equipment, the 
means by which he is enabled to carry 
on his profession. He is entitled to 
reimbursement for his outlay, uf the 
only commedity he has to offer— 
namely, his \services—is worth re- 


ceiving. 


~The doctor who is a poor collector 


does not appreciate his own services 


at their full value and under such ecir- 
cumstances he must not expect a great 
many of his so called “patients” to 
appreciate them, either. The pbhy- 
sician, on the other hand, who has en- 
thusiasm and strong convictions that 
he is fully conversant with his profes-— 
sion and must be paid for what he 
does, usually gets his fee and with it 
the respect of the community. Only 
in this way can he obtain the means 
for carrying on his profession. In 
these days of elaborate equipment for 
physicians and surgeons, the new de- 
vices and inventions constantly being 
brought into use, considerable outlay 
is required for a practitioner who 
wishes to be thoroughly modern; and 
there is no reason why he should not 
be paid proportionately for the in- 
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BUSINESS HINTS. 


creased value of the services he.is able 
to render with proper equipment. It 
is found that the physicians who send 
in their statements promptly on the 
first of the month or as soon as their 
services are 10 longer required —owing 
to the recovery (or death) of the pa- 
tient—are successful men who are able 
to enjoy every advantage that prompt 
payment of their own accounts brings. 

The medical man who is “too easy” 
has to go without the money he needs 
for a post-graduate course or for a 
change of scene—and nothing is better 
for a physician than to get away from 
home and his “chronics’ for two 
months out of the twelve if he can 
afford it. And in the majority of cases 
he cannot afford it unless he has col- 
lected the money due him f:om his 
patients. 

Experience has taught the phy- 
sicians that it is best to respectfully 
demand their fees within a reasonable 
time for services rendered—and a rea- 
sonable time can be determined by the 
customary time extended to the phy- 
sician himself, when he wishes to make 
purchases. 

Why should physicians give two to 
five years’ time and then ask for their 
money when other people demand their 
pay from the profession at 30 to 60 
days? A reasonable theory to go on 
is that if there is any patient of the 
class ordinarily described as a “dead 
beat” he won’t pay at the end of any 
time, however generously extended, 
and the physician is just so much 
ahead by finding out early the patient's 
unwillingness to pay, saving himself 
time and a possible waste of medicine.

Tbere is a certain class of men who 
can and do pay small bills, but can’t 
and won't pay large ones. Kvery phy- 
sician has probably had patients who 
have owed them large bills and are 
then ashamed to send for them in time 
of illness, preferring to consult a new 
man. This is only one of the bad re- 
sults of over-kindness on the part of 
the physician. Every practitioner has 
some charity patients; but it is much 
better to know in advance that the 
services rendered are to be set down 


to charity. 


The newspapers announce the death 
of a venerable physician in the interior 


of the State, who, after a practice of 


fifty-five vears, leaves uncollected book- 


accounts amounting to $50,000. It 


will be in order now for the lay press 
to moralize on the case, and to refer 
to the noble alms-giving propensities 
of the medical profession. Some peo- 
ple will see in this story the evidence 
that physicians are a noble, self-sacri- 
ficing class, while on the other hand 
certain philistines will say that the 
case simply proves that doctors have 


not sense enough to collect their bills. 


Judgment in such a case depends 
somewhat upon the point of view. 
Both interpretations are valid, but on 
the whole the philistine judgment is 
the one that goes straighter to the 
point. It is somewhat deplorable that 


the medical profession should have 
forced upon it the reputation of being 
an eleemosynary corporation, simply 
because it has slack business methods; 
and it is not desirable that it should 
have to support such an underserved 
reputation for benevolence at the ex- 
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pense of its own bread and butter. 


The dear public is not slow to adopt 
the comfortable idea that physicians 
practice medicine for the love of their 
fellow-men, and to let the doctors have 
the full benefit of this reputation when 
the bills are presented. There is 


danger of. insincerity and cant on one 


side and of injustice and fraud on the 
other; $50,000 in uncollected book- 
accounts are a poor asset for any 
doctor’s estate. 

~The physician himself is at fault for 
the remissness of his patrons in paying 
his dues. Jndeed, our profession has 
been brought under contempt through 


the adage—“As hard to collect as a 
-doctor’s bill.” Tradesmen are premptly 


paid the entire amount of their bills. 
The doctor would be, too, if he would 


only put up a little fight for it; but, 


without a particle of business insist- 
ence, with childlike timidity, he hum- 
bly submits, without protest, to being 
paid at any odd time, in a haphazard 
way, at long intervals, and then usu- 
ally, only a part of his bill, instead of 
the whole of it. Eventually, payments 
become more and more remote, while 
the amounts of each payment dwindle 
in proportion. 

In this intensely utilitarian and 
commercial age, doctors must adopt 
sound business methods. To charge 
well and collect systematically is a 
good plan to follow. People appre- 
ciate you more if you value your own 
services. They pay nearly everybody 
else better that the physician. The 
doctor gets less when he saves a human 
life than the undertaker would have 
received if he had had the patient to 


bury, and much less than the lawyer 
would have charged if he had had the 
chance to settle the succession. If 
your services are valuable, make the 
patient understand and pay them in | 
proportion. Your families will be 
better off and the profession will have 
a better business reputation, even if 


there are a few people less who sav, 


after your dead, how kind you were. 


Gynecology as a Specialty. 


We learn from a recent numter of 
the Lancet that a controversy is now 
going on at the Lincoln County Hos- 
pital, England, bearing upon the «ld 
question as to how far an obstetrician 
is justified in doing major surgical 
operations in a hospital, This sug- 
gests the relationship of gynecology 
and obstetrics, which are so correlated 
aud blended that absolute divorcement 
is impossible. The obstetrician must 


be thoroughly trained in surgic:] 


technic and prepared, if the emergency 
arises, to perform even an abdominal 
operation, if necessary to save the life 
of mother or child. The gynecologist 
is frequently occupied in repairing 
damages or correcting difficulties that 
have arisen because of faulty obstetrics, 
or which are the result of the unavoid- 
able accidents of parturition. The sur- 
gery of the organs of generation is a 
distinct specialty in comparison. with 
socalled general surgery, and the field 
of gynecic surgery seems to have 
broadened to such an extent as to in- 
clude a great deal of abdominal sur- 
gery. One has only to watch the 
general surgeon as he deuls with the 
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pelvic organs and to compare his work 
with that of the trained gynecologist, 
to realize fully that the latter has a 
definite field and will continue to hold 
«u definite place in the confidence of 
the general profession. There was a 
period in medical history when the 


veneral surgeon operated for strabis- 


mus and cataract, or removed tonsils 
or turbinates with the same compara- 
tive skill and celerity with which he 
amputated limbs or trephined skulls; 
but ut the present time the domain of 
the ophthalmic surgeon or the laryng- 
ologist is so well defined that we 


would no more think of referring our 


strabismic patient to the general sur- 
geon than we would of inviting a 
laryngologist to perform a circum- 
cision. We have heard some whisper- 


ings in regard to the “passing of the — 


specialty,” but we are more inclined 
to believe that as knowledge increases 


we shall have instead a specialization 


within the specialty, necessitated by 


the refinements in our art and science 


which time will achieve. “Art is lung 
and time is fleeting,” and it is beyond 
individual ability to comprehend and 
utilize all the knowledge which has 
accumulated in medical science during 
the past few decades. There are a few 
hospitals left—and fortunately fur the 
patients treated their number is lim- 
ited—in which the gynecic surgery 
is left to the general surgical staff. 
Nearly all the boards of trustees or 
directors of these institutions who can 
weigh evidence and compute results 
have recognized that specially trained 
gynecologists can conserve tissues, pre- 


serve function, and secure better results 


in the treatment of those disenses 


peculiar to women than the generul 


surgeon whose versatility and fertility 
of resources would be too much taxed 
by the effort to assimilate and utilize 
all that is new in so many special lines 
of surgical work. The first consider- 
ation is the care of the patient, and if 
shé cau receive more skilled attention 
and will suffer less sacrificial and 


-inutilating operations at the hands 


of the specialist, then it should be 
her right and privilege in all great 
hospitals to have such treatment, if 
attainable. In the hospitals scattered 
throughout the country in smaller 
cities and towns, it may be necessary 
that the general surgeon should do all 
of the abdominal and gynecic surgery 
because of the absence of specialists, 
but in our larger cities such an argu- 


ment loses its force.—American Med- 


acune. 


A New Test for Albumin. 

This new and simple test is based 
upon the following facts: 1. Albumin 
is coagulated by carbolic acid. 2. 
Equal volumes of non-albuminous 
urine and a mixture composed of equal 
parts of carbolic acid and glycerin, 
form an emulsion which clears up 
entirely upon agitation, leaving a 
perfectly transparent and highly re- 
fractive liquid. 3. Equal volumes of 
albuminous urine and the above men- 
tioned carbol-glycerin solution, when 
mixed together, produce a white tur- 
bidity, which remains, in spite of 
agitation, and does not precipitate on 
standing nor re-dissolve, 
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The test is very sensitive, distinctly 
showing the presence of 0.1 per cent. 
of albumin in the urine, the degree of 
turbidity, being proportionate to the 
percentage of albumin contained in 
the urine. 

_ Numerous and repeated experiments 
wete made by me to substantiate the 
observation that this turbidity occurs 
only when albumin is present, and, 
furthermore, that it is due to the pres- 
ence of albumin and is a suspension 


of coagulated albumin, 


or this purpose many specimens 
of both nephritic urine and urive of 
petients suffering with cystitis have 


been tested, as well as numerous 


specimens of urine proved free from 
albumin by the reccgnized and gen- 


erally used reagents for the detection 


of albumin. 

In no instance did a urine, shown to 
be free from albumin by the recognized 
tests, present the slightest turbidity 
by this new reagent, nor did a urine, 
proven to be albuminous by the same 
tests, fail to show the characteristic 
white turbidity after treatment with 
the carbol-glycerin solution, 

The method of applying the test 1s 
very simple, and requires as little or 
less time than the other reliable tests 
for albumin, and, as the carbol-glycerin 
solution is a non-irritating mixture, it 
is much to be preferred to the dis- 
ageeable nitric acid. 

The solution consists of carbolic acid 
and glycerin, equal parts, Glycerin is 
added to prevent the formation of a 
permanent emulsion between the car- 
bolic acid and the watery element of 
the urine, and is added in excess 80 


that no possible error can occur from 


this cause. 

Test.—2 Ce. of earbol-glycerin solu- 
tion are poured into a small test tube, 
and 2 Ce. of the filtered urine are © 
added. Mix thoroughly with a glass. 
rod, or agitate. If a clear, transparent 
liquid results, there is no albumin 
present; but if the slightest turbidity 
is noticeable, the urine is albuminous. 
—N. Y. Medical Record. 


Lobelia as a Local Remedy in Stricture. 

Dr. Boskowitz, of New York City, 
asserts that lobelia will cure spas- 
modic stricture “as if by magic,” and 
in permanent stricture where it 1s im- 


possible to pass the smallest sound, 


the difficulty will be easily overcome 
after a single application of the drug. 
He drops into the urethra about fifteen 


drops of fl. ext. lobelia, then closes the 


meatus and holds the lobelia in the 
urethra for a few minutes. He has 
constantly employed this treatment for 
several years in cases of stricture, with 
uniform success. 


Many of us have seen the old coun- 
try doctor come in, sit down by his 
patient a few minutes, ask a few ques- 
tions, and render an accurate diagnosis. 
He seemed to know the minute he laid 
hands on the patient what was the 
matter. His examination and ques- 
tions are simply to confirm the intuitive 
diagnosis.— Medical Brief.

A Contribution to the Newer Analgesics. 
By A.S. Rundell, Flint, Michigan. 

It will be conceded that there is no 
means by which the physician can 
more strongly earn the gratitude of 
his patients than by the relief of pain. 
Fortunately modern chemistry has pro- 
vided us with so large an array of 
analgesics that it is at times difficult 
to make a selection. Such a large 
number of remedies of one kind, how- 
ever, has its advantages, for in some 
instances one will succeea where many 


others fail; moreover, some analgesics, 


while efficient in themselves, have un- 
desirable after-effects which preclude 


their use under certain circumstances. 


It has, therefore, been my custom to 
experiment with any of the new anal- 
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gesic remedies brought to my attention, 


provided, of course, that their com- 
porition was known to me and that 


they had been subjected to sufficient 


experimental research to determine 
their physiological therapeutic 
ACtIO 

The newest analgesic which bas come 
to my attention is aspirin, which I have 
now tested for a sufficiently long period 
of time to be convinced of its utility 
in the treatment of certain kinds of 
pain which are not readily reli: ved by 
the customary remedies. 

Case I. Mrs. L., aged 46, passing 
through the menopause, was troubled 
almost daily with pressure headache. I 
was first called to see her on February 
érd, and tried various drugs with little 


success. On February 6th, I gave her 


fifteen grains of aspirin, and she told 
me the next day that nothing had 
afforded her such relief. While it did 


not effect a cure, which could hardly 


be expected in a case of this kind, it 
never failed to relieve; and since Feb- 
ruary 6th the patient has taken fifteen 
orains of aspirin every day, sometimes 
two aud three times daily. Up to the 
present time the results have been 
excellent. | 
Case Il. Ina case of neuralgia, 
caused by a defective tooth, which 
came on every afternoon about five 
o'clock, I gave 15 grains of aspirin, 
and in ten minutes the pain was en- 
tirely gone. This was repeated every 
day for a week, and never failed tu 
relieve for the remainder of the day 


and night. When the cause of the 


pain was removed there was no further 
need of aspirin, but it is very gratify- 


ing to me to feel that we have a 
remedy for such cases. 

Case III. Mrs, B. was seen by me 
on April llth. She bad a severe cold 
and was suffering from intense pain 
around the base of the nose, the malar 
bone, and frontal region. The right 
cheek was much inflamed, and she 
feared an abscess. I at once applied 
a cold compress and gave 15 grains of 
aspirin to be repeated in four hours. 
I stayed fiiteen minutes, and beore I 
left she declared she had not been as 
comfortable for two days. On tte 
evening of the 12th I saw her again, 
and she had been almost free from 
pain, and lad taken but one 15 grain 


powder since my last visit. The in- 


flammation had subsided to a great 
extent, and as I heard nothing further 
from her I infer that she is well. 

Case 1V. Trigeminal neuralgia of 
twenty years standing. Mrs. F., aged 
52 years, stated that she had taken 
everything that her brother, who is a 


druggist, had ever heard of. On April 


12th I called to see her, and adminis- 
tered 15 grains of aspirin, to be re- 
peated in three or four hours, The 
next day she informed me that it 
relieved the headache, but caused ring- 
ing in the ears. I shall try it further 
in this case when she has another 
attack, giving it in smaller doses. 

Case V. Mrs. A, aged 60, consulted 
me May 1, 1901, complaining of severe 
neuralgic pains in the region of the 
heart. Examination revealed a tem- 
perature of 101.4°, pulse 120, respira- 
tion 27. Her expression was anxious 
and strained. I administered 15 grains 
of aspirin, and in ten minutes the pain 
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had disappeared. I then gave her 
two powders of 15 crains each to be 
taken three hours apart, and also I-60 
erain of strychnia every four hceurs. 
On her return the next day she stated 
that although she had taken but one 
other dose of aspirin she had passed 
a very comfortable night, having ex- 
perienced a heavy sweat, and no return 
of the pain. Her pulse, temperature 
and res; iration were normal. I have 


seen her from time to time since then, 


and she reports never having had a 
return of the pain. She states that — 


she has been subject to these attacks 
for x long time, and has never received 
such immediate and lasting relief from 
any other treatment. 

Case VI. Miss F., aged 25, has been 
«sufferer from painful menstruation. 
After the administration of six doses of 
aspirin of ten grains each in the fol- 
lowing thirty-six hours, the pain ceased 
and no nausea was experienced, which 
was unusual with her at these periods. 
I have continued the aspirin in con- 
nection with Jocal treatment during 
the past three months, and at the 
present time she requires but three 
powders to give her absolute relief 
from pain. The patient’s subjective 
condition is excellent. No unpleasant 
after-effects. have ever been noticed. 

Case VII. Mrs. K., aged 26, had 
been confined six weeks previous to 
my being called, no physician having 
been in attendance at the time of the 
confinement. The patient thought she 
had made a fair recovery, though she 
had never ceased flowing. The day 
previous to my visit she stitched on a 
sewing machine all day, and at eight 


profusely. 
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o’clock that night she was taken with 
chills and intense pain in the uterus, 
When I saw her the next morning at 
eight o clock she had every indication 
oi acute peritonitis. Tue temperature 
was 104, the pulse 120, and the patient ‘ 
was in the midst of a severe chill. The 
abdomen was tense, and the pain was 
excruciating. I applied turpentine 
stupes, gave a hot douche, and admin- 
istered 20 grains of aspirin. In a half 
hour the patient was easy and sweating 
At eight p. m. the temper- 
ature was 99, pulse 80. The patient 
had received two doses of aspirin of 15 
grains each during the day, and no | 
more was administered. Complete re- 


covery took place. 


Case VIII. Miss A., ayved 28, com- 


plained of intense neuralgic pains in 


the head and neck, following a severe 


No disturbance 
of temperature or pulse was present. 
I administered 20 grains of aspirin at 


attuck of tonsillitis. 


twelve midnight, after which the pa- 
tient fell asleep, and did not wake 


until morning. No sweating occurred 
and the pain did not return, 

Case 1X. Miss A., aged 40, very 
stout, robust, and of vigorous tem- 
perament, was affected with chronic 
Bright’s disease, the albumen fre- 
quently reaching 60 per cent. It being 
difficult to induce sweating, and the 
patient suffering severely from rheu- 
matism, I decided to try a routine treat- 
ment with aspirin, giving 15 grains, 
three times a day. This proved very 
satisfactory; copious sweating was in- 
duced, the rheumatic pain much les- 
sened and at times entirely absent. 
In addition to this treatment the patient 
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was restricted to an appropriate diet, 
and digitalis, strychnia and citrate of 
iron with an occasicual dose of glonoin 


was given. At present the albumen is 


only about five per cent, and aspirin 18 
administered only when rheumatoid 
pains annoy the patient. 


Case X. Mrs. C., aged 24 was seen 


during an attack of severe migraine. 


There was no disturbance of tem- 


perature or pulse. I administered 5 
grain doses of aspirin every half hour 
until 20 grains had been taken. The 
headache ceased and the patient fell 
asleep. In the morning recovery 
seemed to be complete. 

At present I am treating a long 
standing and severe case of sciatic 
rheumatism in which salicylic acid has 
long been used with little effect. As- 
pirin relieves more promptly and with- 
out any disagreeable after-effects. 

I have now used- aspirin in about 
thirty cases, in many of which a single 
administration was all that was re- 
quired. J use it in preference to the 
coal-tar remedies, even preferring it to 
phenacetin, which previously to my 
making acquaintance with the remedy 
I used largely where an analgesic 
action was indicated. I have had but 
one case in which tinnitus aurium was 
experienced, and one in which gastric 
disturbance occurred. ‘These are the 
only unpleasant results I have ob- 
served. 


In burns of the mouth or throat, 
particularly in children, give frequent 
small doses of codliver oil, or sweet 
oil, with lime water. It will act both 


as food, and, as a form of Carron oil, 
as a dressing.

This is a complete work on the 
affections of the ocular muscles, amply 
illustrated and bound in first class 
style. While it is impossible for us to

presents so many original theories, 
amply proven by experiment, that it 
will certainly have a unique place in 
ophthalmic literature. The absolute 
and decided stand which the author 
takes regarding the “Law of Listing” 
and the manner in which he proves its 
fallacy will set many oculists to think- 
ing. We are all too much prone to 


accept the theories of our great oculists, 


and it is commendable to note that we 
have in America a man who dares to 
contradict and makes his position 
secure. 

Further discussion of this or other 
equally notable chapters has no place 
in our Journal. And we will content 
ourselves with saying that no oculist 
and no student of advanced ophthal- 


mology can claim to be abreast of the 


times if he does not secure and study 
this book. 


Surgical Hints. 


Surgeons now quite generally aban- 
doned the procedure of washing out 


the pleura after operations for em- 
nyema. Washing out does not seem to 
shorten the period of recovery, and it 
may, if repeated, cause a tendency to 


the establishment of a permanent fis- 


tula. It may also interfere with the 
formation of adhesions, thus prevent- 
ing the union of opposite layers of the 
pleura. 


In acute abdominal conditions, such 
as strangulation, obstruction or appen- 
dicitis, it is wise to withhold opium in 
order not to mask the symptoms and 
induce a false sense of security. But 
as soon as an operation has been de- 


cided upon, if there is to be any delay 


in its performance, it would be cruelty 
then to abstain from its use. It will 
relieve pain, thus diminishing shock, 
and will make the induction of anes- 
thesia more easy. 


When, after laparotomy, there is 


evidence of intestinal atony, the bowels 


must be made to move. Purgatives, 
either mercurial or saline, may prove 
inefficient, and enemata must be re- 
sorted to. A high tube must be used. 
The most effective substances are the 
saturated solution of Epsom salts, in 
quantities of a pint or more, or the 
mixture of Epsom salts and Glauber 


salts, each two ounces, with two 
drachms each of turpentine and dried 
oxgall in a pint of water.—Znter- 
national Journal of Surgery.

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The Growth of New Bone from Periosteum. 

J. H. Branth, New York, discusses a 
ease in which he removed nearly all 
of the os calcis, except the anterior 


‘part articulating with the astragalus — 


and cuboid, in 1884, The bone was 
necrotic, and the empty periosteal sac 
was thoroughly curetted. The result 
of this procedure was eminently sat- 
isfactory. 


surgery for reproduction of bone has 
been applied with varying success, but 
even if a failure nothing has been lost, 
for at a later stage an operation for 
removal of the entire inflamed part 


‘can be undertaken. Aftera brief study 


of some features of the growth, nu- 
trition, : repair, degeneration, death, 
etc., connected with periosteum and 
bone substance, it is shown that, gen- 
erally speaking, subperiosteal surgery 
is limited to cases of necrosis, and 
does not include in its range cases 
where malignant constructive and ma- 
lignant destructive cell-life exist. In- 
juries to the periosteum will often 
cause a necrotic condition of the un- 
derlying bone of more or less depth 


until the inflammatory condition and 


its walls form a barrier against further 
invasion. Quietude and healing in the

In 
amputations the surgeon should take 
pains to cover the ends of the bone 


stump with a flap of periosteum, for 


the fact seems clear that, with a per- 
iostenm flap, the bone stump would 


have more vitality, more resistance, 


and would serve much better for the 
use of an artificial limb, and possibly 
avoid that conical and pointed con- 
dition which predisposes so much to 
vulnerability of a stump.—WN.

There are two phases of the everlast- 
ing question as to the rights of and 
demarcation-line between the general 
practitioner and the specialist which 
need emphasis and repetition. The 
first is that the specialist should keep 
himself in touch, so far as general 
principles go, with the results of gen- 

eral medicine, and not sink into a 
narrowness of view and aim limited to 
his own specialty. The second, and 
we suspect more pressing duty, 1s in- 
cumbent upon the general practitioner 
to learn the results and influence of 
of the diseases of special organs upon 
the general health. The sins of the 
specialist, his indifference to ceneral 
conditions, have been so frequently 
described and illustrated that he 
should by this time have learned his 


lesson and be on his guard. But when 


it comes to the sins of the family phy- 
sician they have not been so well 
exposed in print, although in every 


specialist’s office illustrative examples 


present themselves every day. How 


many general physicians entirely neg- 
lect advice as to diseases of the teeth? 
How many suspect the evil influence 
upon the general health of nasal sten- 
osis and mouth-breathing? There are 
not a dozen physicians in all Europe 
or England that know about or care a 
fig for the alleged systemic effects of 


eye-strain. A recent book on diseases — 


of the stomach does not even mention 
the fact that hundreds of good phy- 
sicians (and a number of them general 


practitioners also) have testified to their 
belief that the origin of much func- 


tional gastric disease is in eye-strain. 
This last is an instance of specialist 
against specialist, and both may con- 
sistently appeal to the Cesar of the 
generalist for a proper reconciliation 
of their rival claims. All need to re- 
cognize that the body isa unit of highly 
interdependent parts.— Editorial, Am.

$10,000 to $15,000: average surgeons, 
$3,000 to $10,000. The practitioners 
in Chicago whose income from practice

exceeds $30,000 per annum can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand, 
ai:d probably not more than a score 
exceed $20,000 per annum. The $2.00 
to $3.00 visit, the $5.00 to $25.00 con- 
sultation, the $18.00 to $30.00 case of 
obstetrics, and the larger fees pro- 
vided for operative work, do not insure 
large incomes for many in the profes- 
sion, The expenses of a physician keep 
pace with his increasing business, so 
that the opportunity for accumulating - 
wealth is not easy.

The plague seems to travel along 
the great trade routes, locally, as weil 
as generally, At present we find the 
plague from Hongkong all the way 


along the West River for 400 miles, 


and the larger the trade center the 


more the plague exists. Not that all 
the germs are carried there, but thut_ 


one or two cases that go there prob- 


ably die, and this is the match that sets — 
' rate percentage of those attacked may 


on fire the existing conditivns and the 
scourge begins. 

The poison seems to be heavy and 
lies low; it almost always attacks those 
who sleep on the gruund floor. Two 
exceptions to this rule have come under 
my notice. One, a bovs’ school on the 
second floor, the other a girls’ school 


on the third floor; but afterwards, 
when cleaning and repairs were being 


Come, a dead rat was found in each — 


— 


case on that floor. There is no ques-. 
tion but that rats are the great dis- 
seminators of the plague, and when a 
rat 1s attacked it seems ever to seek 
the highest level it can get. 

The first time a city or market town 


is attacked 11 carries away more than 
in a second or third attack. In 13894, 


the first time it visited Canton, more 
died than in any year since. The same 
applies to Hongkong, but the death 


be more as the years go on, showing 
that the poison is more violent but 
fewer persons take it. 

The poison is not transmitted so 
much from person to person as from 


place to person—such as if a person 
comes in contact with a plague patient, 
nurses him, ete., he is not so likely to 
take it as a person who goes to or 
sleeps one night in the house where 


the patient contracted the disease.—
